Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant asked for clarification regarding the rejections of the 
combined references of Stevens and Voges because it appears that the combination may not render obvious the claim 
subject matter based on a previous office action dated 9/21/06 done by another examiner. Applicant was informed that 
the rejection from the last office action dated 5/4/07 is a different rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Stevens ('934)in view of Voges ('841) with Stevens being the primary reference and Voges being the 
secondary reference. Applicant indicated that an amendment will be officially filed accordingly in view of this 
clarification . 
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
